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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Species D, claims 10, 13, 17, 20, 24, 27, and 31 in the 
reply filed on 8/22/05 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as " means " and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 10, 13, 17, 20, 24, 27, and 31 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: These claims are present product by process claims, and should be 
rewritten in independent form as product claims when applicant responds to the present 
office action. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 10, 13, 17, 20, 24, 27, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Fischerkeller et al. (6,155,302). 

Fischerkeller discloses a motor vehicle pipeline (10, 20, 22), wherein the pipeline 
is a fuel line. The pipeline comprises an adaptor (22) which sheaths both the plastic 
pipe (10) and the other plastic part (10), wherein the adaptor is fastened to at least one 
of the plastic parts (20). See column 2, lines 5 - 36, and figures f-3 for further clarification. 

6. Claims 10, 13, 17, 20, 24, 27, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated by Savitski et al. (6,596,122). 
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Savitski discloses a pipeline (20, 30, 40), wherein the pipeline can be can be 
configured in a variety of different sizes which therefore leads to other inherent uses 
(i.e. fuel line). The pipeline comprises a transmissive adaptor (40) which both a plastic 
pipe (20) and another plastic part (30) which are essentially not transmissive. See column 

6, line 23 - column 10, line 3, and figures 1-3 for further clarification. 

Regarding the above cited rejections, MPEP Section 21 13 fR-11 Product By 

Process Claims , states that "[T]he lack of physical description in a product-by-process 
claim makes determination of the patentability of the claim more difficult, since in spite 
of the fact that the claim may recite only process limitations, it is the patentability of the 
product claimed and not of the recited process steps which must be established. We are 
therefore of the opinion that when the prior art discloses a product which reasonably 
appears to be either identical with or only slightly different than a product claimed in a 
product-by-process claim, a rejection based alternatively on either section 102 or 
section 103 of the statute is eminently fair and acceptable. As a practical matter, the 
Patent Office is not equipped to manufacture products by the myriad of processes put 
before it and then obtain prior art products and make physical comparisons therewith." 
In re Brown, 459 F.2d 531, 535, 173 USPQ 685, 688 (CCPA 1972). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references cited on the attached PTO-892 are cited to show 
connection of plastic pipes to one another using a coupling.
